Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Buckley  Urban  District  for  the  year  1957* 

The  1951  Census’ gave  a population  of  7,699  0*793  males  and 
3,906  Females)  as  compared  with  the  1931  Census  of  7*053  C 3 9 Males 
and  3,427  Females),  an  increase  in  the  population  of  646  or  a percentage 
of  9.2%  in  20  years. 

The  estimated  population  for  June  1957  is  7*710, an  increase 
of  30  since  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  116,  21  more  than  in 
1956,  and  in  consequence  the  birth  rate  is  16.4  per  1000  of  the 
population  in  1957  us  compared  with  13*8  per  1000  of  the  population  in 
1956. 


For  comparison  with  other  areas  the  r~te  is  16.4  which  is 
slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  W-les  which  is  16.1  per  1000 
of  the  population. 

The  total  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  is  94,  which  is 
17  more  th^n  in  1956,  so  th-t  the  death  rate  corrected  is  13.7  per  1000 
of  the  home  population,  It  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
'ales,  which  is  11*5  per  1000  of  the  home  polul^tion. 

There  were  4 deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  34.5  per  1000  live  births  as 
compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  23. 0. 

The  principal  cruse  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  53  of  the  94  deaths  during  the 
year,  so  th~t  56. life  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  this  group  of  diseases 
(17  - 21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  De°th.) 

Cancer  accounted  for  11  deaths,  t-he  same  number  as  in  1956. 
Cancer  accounted  for  11.6%  of  all  deaths.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  lungs  or  bronchus,  2 more  than  the  1956  figure. 

This  ye:r  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Accidents 
accounted  for  4 deaths  in  1957,  us  compared  with  3 in  1956. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  nor  were  there  any 
maternal  deaths  in  1957 

As  regards  Infectious  diseases,  notifications  were  light 
and  no  epidemic  occurred. 

There  was  one  case  of  Infantile  paralysis  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  your  Health  Committee  and  all  your  Officials,  particularly 
Mr.  l.Messham,  whose  local  knowledge  is  invaluable,  and  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.Watkin,  who  supports  me  loyally.
